says. “The Clinch River site 
selected for the breeder 
demonstration plant is one of 
the worst sites ever selected 
for a nuclear power plant 
based on its topography and 
rock conditions." 

More of the negative aspects 
of breeder reactors were 
listed in a publication entitled 
the New Republic, dated May 
14. 1977 In this particular 
publication, the following 


statements are found: 

“The fast breeder reactor, 
turning Uranium 238 into 
plutonium, is a doubtful 
economic bet; it is enor 
mously expensive to build and 
its electricity can’t compete 
with electricity from other 
power sources.” 

Also within this article. 
Australian physicist Stuart 
Butler had the follow ing com¬ 
ment about breeder reactors: 


"We (Butler and his 
associates) are totally op 
posed to the introduction of 
breeder reactors for power 
production at this stage. The 
thermal reactor is the only 
type of reactor that we believe 
is suitable for use in the world 
today." 

The Ford Foundation's 
“Nuclear Power Issues and 
Choices," also referred to 
within the New Republic 
article, urges delay in 
plutonium breeders for urgent 
reasons of safety and 
economics. "Being first with a 
technological development 
program does not always 
mean success in economic or 
other _ terms since

In order to provide the 
student body at UTM with 
both sides of the breeder 
reactor debate. The Pacer 
has decided to present some of 
the opinions of those who 
oppose the idea of going ahead 
and developing the breeder 
reactor at this time. 

Last week's edition of The 
Pacer featured a represen¬ 
tative of the Oak Ridge 
Associated Universities who 
listed several reasons why the 
United State should go ahead 
with the construction of the 
Clinch River Breeder Reactor 
Project. Since his statements 
were oriented toward the 
advantages of the breeder 
reactor, it would be unfair to 
those who oppose the breeder 
reactor if a representation of 
their views was not at least 
attempted. 

The following statements 
are intended to do just that - 
show the other side of the 
issue In each instance, it 
should be noted that the 
source of information is 
disclosed, and the appropriate 
credit has been given 

In 1973, a memorandum was 
drawn up by Bums and Roe, 
Inc., the architect-building 
firm assigned to the Clinch 
River Breeder ■ Reactor 
Project, in which the CftBKH 
was severly cruized 
The memorandum remained 
confidential until last year, 
but once its contents were 
revealed, Science magazine’s 
Deborah Sbapley explained 
the significance of the 
document: 

“The memorandum is 
devastingly critical of CRBR's 
management and argues that 
safety concerns have been 
sorely neglected. The 
memorandum declares that 
the project site, at Clinch 
River,Tennessee, is "one of 
the worst ever selected for a 
nuclear power plant. " 

The memorandum lists 
several safety considerations 
on the Clinch River breeder 
for which there "lack specific 
safety criteria.” Among them 
are the “emergency core 
cooling system," the 
likelihood of a "double ended 
pipe break," the design of a 
"suitable containment system 
for core meltdown." and "the 
effects of sodium spills and 
fires, and plutonium spills at 
the site boundaries " 

As for the project's Ten¬ 
nessee site, the memorandum 
claims that extensive testing 
and analysis would be needed 
to see whether it is acceptable 
"Varying rock conditions," 
"voids and cavities,” and 
"slope stability" at the site 
could make it unacceptable, it

Walking into the University Center, a 
spacious, modern structure which highlights 
the name it has been given, one might wonder 
why there is only one bookstore, and when 
will the coat of eating stop rising, among other 
questions that can arise when questions are 
asked and answers bought, not given 
It is the inclination of the press to report the 
facts, and the editorial content of this 
editorial will pertain to the reasons why the 
University Center must maintain a business 
relationship with the occupants of this 
University ... 

Being only one of the many '‘auxiliary 
services" which function here at UTM, the 
UC is out to make money, and that they do 
well At wholesale prices the Center must 
make a four percent profit in order to 
maintain the economic input to the University 
that is required by the school. 'Required is a 
substitute for essential ' essential being the 
profits made by the bookstore, food services, 
vending operations, the Pantry, and other Ul 
operations which compensate for the deficits 
created by the schools and various depart 
ments, housing costs, and the numerous other 
drains of income to our "corporation 

The depleted budgets, maintenance costs, 
and services are the bad checks of this in¬ 
stitution. and the insufficient funds and 
service charges must be met by the over¬ 
whelming income of the University Center 
and other auxiliary services 
Last year the bookstore made quite a profit 
from the students, faculty, and others -- 
another fee hidden beneath the financial 
structure of the University itself Although a 
Student's receipt says "fees paid in full, the 
monetary contribution to the University has 
acutally only just begun.

Also every time the 
word "yom" is plural in the 
Old Testament it means a 24- 
hour day, according to Dr. 
Henry Morris in Biblical 
Cosmology and Modern 
Science. 

3 . If the "days" were ac¬ 
tually millions of years, life 
would never have survived by 
simple, well-known scientific 
principles For example. God 
created plants on the third day 
and the sun on the fourth day 
How did the plant survive 
millions of years until the sun 
uays ot Creation 
were long periods of time then 
logically the seventh day must 
be also According to many 
■ supporters of the theistic 
evolution theory we are still in 
the seventh day. So God must 
still be resting, correct? Well, 
according to Jesus Christ 
(who should know about such 
matters) "My Father worketh 
even until now” (John 5:17). 
Therefore, the seventh day 
could not havAeen millions of 
years long and, logically, 
neither were the first six. 

5. In Genesis 1:16 we learn 
that God made “two great 
lights: the greater light to rule 
the day, and the lesser light to 
rule the night " Since the days 
were divided into "evening 
and morning” if the days were 
millions of years, we must 
assume that the sun was up for 


a long, long time if the days 
were long periods of time 
6 In Exodus 10, God told 
Israel to observe the Sabbath 
Day in memory of their 
deliverance from Egyptian 
slavery. He chose this day 
because "in six days the Lord 
made heaven and earth, the 
sea, and all that in them is, 
and rested the seventh day j 
wherefore the Lord b'e® 5 *^ 
the Sabbath day. and hallowed 
it" (verse 11). Now did God 
give his people a 24-hour day 
to observe or an eon? 

7 . Genesis 1:14 says that 
God created the lights to 
divide the day from the night, 
and that they were to be for 
“signs, for seasons, for days, 
and years" If the day are 
eons, then what do "nights' 
and 

periods of times confuses and 
complicates a relatively 
simple matter and makes the 
whole use of terms of duration 
a ridiculous muddle. 

8 Genesis 2:1 tells us that 
the heavens and the earth 
finished" and all the host of 
them."

Evidence clearly shows that

Dr. Donna Beth Downer is

Downer elaborated. 

Besides getting a PhD 
nearly three years ago. 
Downer noted the other 
crowning achievement she 


has seen in Home Economics. 

“Until Gooch Hall was built, 
our people were scattered 
from pillar to post, some in the 
old Home Ec Building, some 
in the Administration 
Building, and some in the Fine 
Arts Building.” 

Downer was pleased, she 
explained, with the new Gooch 
Hall Facilities where she said 
on smaller campuses such as 
UTM, HEC was still con¬ 
sidered pretty much a 
women's field.

The 
rodeo team 1 ater sent flowers 
to the young women involved 
with a proper note of apology 
Needless to say, we got rid of 
that particular bull." 

It was five years ago that 
the UT Martin Rodeo Team 
joined the National Inter 
Collegiate Rodeo Association, 
and at that time, the team had 
grown from four to 125 
members 

'When we did this, we 
started back at the bottom of 
the pile again," Robinson 
says "We started competing 
with 12 to 15 colleges and 
universities in the surroun 
ding states, and although we 
were the best team in Ten¬ 
nessee, we were in last place 
that first year in the NIRA 
Ozark Region." 

“But the wonderful thing 
about working with a 20-year- 
old mind is that it knows no 
obstacles, has no barriers and 
believes it can do anything " 

And the UTM team did 
about everything. Last year, 
the cowboys won the Ozark 
Region They have been to the 
national Finals of NIRA four 
years running, ranking as 
high as fifth nationally of 220 
competing teams. UTM has 
had two national all-around 
champion cowboys in two of 
the last three years with 
Skippy Emmett of Springdale, 
Arkansas and Tony Coleman 
of Goodlettsville Coleman 
was the first cowboy from east 
of the Mississippi River to win 
that prestigious title 

"Last year, our rodeo had 
approximately 8,000 spec¬ 
tators, and there were over 200 
competitiors from 20 schools 
in the Mid-South,'' Dr. 
Robinson says. 

"I see an increasing interest 
by the large . universities in 


(he first jump, he became a 
hero to all the young ladies

That was just the beginning 
Instead of fading into oblivion, 
the rodeo team got stronger 
More students joined with 
each successive year They 
raised their own money, 
promoted their own rodeo 
shows.paid their own bills and 
created some of the most 
unique problems that anyone 
could imagine in fact or fic 
tion. 

"The kids have always had 
the ability to get me involved 
with chancellors. vice 
presidents and presidents," 

Dr Robinson states 
One of his most hair-raising 
recollections is that of Brah¬ 
man bull running wild through 
the streets of Martin 

"The boys began thinking 
that we needed some practice 
stock and we borrowed $6,500 
from Production Credit 
Association." 

"The next thing I knew, they 
had gone to Oklahoma to Jim 
Shoulders’ ranch and pur 
chase four or five Brahman 
bulls I'm afraid the people at 
the ranch knew we were not 
too experienced and they sold 
the young people some outlaw 
bulls - outlaws in the sense 
that they didn't know what a 
fence was for The boys turned 
the bulls loose in the corral, 
and one of them looked around 
for 15 minutes and then left for 
parts unknown." 

“At first, they were afraid to 
tell me what had happened 
Then later that Sunday af 
temoon, they called and in¬ 
formed me that a Brahman 
bull was wreaking havoc in 
downtown Martin," Dr. 

Robinson says 
"In all honesty, I can't 
blame everything on the bull 
We have a fine police force 
here in Martin. but 

somewhere in their training 
somebody failed to tell them 
how to herd Brahman bulls 
The only thing they knew to do 
was drive after it with blue 
lights flashing and the sirens 
on By the time I got there it 
seemed that the whole city of 
Martin had the wild-eyed 
animal surrounded in 
someone’s backyard”

It began 10 years ago with 
four determined cowboys, a 
pony, a saddle and a man with 
a love for horses and young 
people It grew to become one 
of the winningest athletic 
programs in the history of UT 
Martin the UTM Rodeo 
Team 

And the man who watched it 
all from th very beginning was 
team advisor Niels Robinson 
He watched over it. fought for 
it, laughed and cried about it, 
and now and then, verged 
upon nervous breakdowns 
because of it. 

Back in 1968 when the team 
first became reality, he was 
the logical choice for a 
sponsor He had spent most of 
his younger years as a cowboy 
in Oklahoma and Kansas, 
making a living breaking 
horses and, in fact, did not 
hang up his spurs until he was 
38 He had also worked as a 
herdsman for cattle ranches 
in the state of Washington, 
and, before coming to UTM as 
a professor in animal science, 
he worked for two years in 
Brazil, helping people of that 
nation develop cattle research 
programs 

"When the four boys first 
came to me and asked if I 
would sponsor a rodeo team, I 
thought the easiest way to get 
rid of them would be to say 
'yes’, fully believing that, like 
many student projects, it 
would die by morning." Dr 
Robinson recalls. “The next 
thing I knew, they had 
procured a pony and a saddle 
and were selling chances on 
the campus.” 

“The pony was led from 
class to class and tied on the 
quadrangle as an ad¬ 
vertisement The pony and 
saddle were rallied off and 
about $500 was raised The 
UTM Rodeo Team was off and 
running ” 

He says that he will never 
forget the first night of 
practice that the team had at 
the Golden Sunset Ranch in 
Greenfield. The ranch was 
owned by a small rodeo 
operator, the late J. C. Cant¬ 
well. He allowed the team to 
practice there without charge 

"About 100 young people
